Earthquakes 


One of the characteristics of this age, ac- 
cording to the prediction of the Lord in 
the 24th chapter of Matthew, was to be 
“earthquakes in divers places.”

The World Digest listed seven- 
teen major earthquakes in 1935. Only the 
severest quakes are mentioned.

From 1930 to 1933 
there was an average of 10 each year. In 
1934 there was a total of 33. In 1935 there 
were 95 quakes which was a number equal 
to the entire 29 years which preceded.

C.C.C. Camps for Venereal Case 


It was announced that old Civilian Con- 
servation Corps camps in twenty states will 
become detention centers and quarantine 
hospitals for venereally infected girls. 


Charles P. Taft, assistant director of - 


defense health and welfare, said more than 
twenty-five camps will be made available 
to state public health departments in re- 
sponse to “urgent appeals” from many 
areas that overcrowded detention quarters 
are preventing adequate treatment of ar- 
rested girls. Each camp hospital will ac- 
commodate from 100 to 300 infected girls, 
who will be kept under care until com- 
pletely cured. Taft said federal aid will 
be given to place these girls in legitimate 
industry upon leaving the hospitals. 

Taft said his records show a large num- 
ber of those arrested are “inexperienced 
girls below the age of 22 and can be re- 
habilitated if proper case work, job train- 
ing, and employment opportunities are pro- 
vided.” 

The hospitals will be operated under 
medical standards recommended by the 
United States Public Health Service.

SLUDY XXVIII 


THE SEVEN VIAL ANGELS 
Chapter 15 


The word here rendered “vials” (phial- 
as) is rendered “bowls” in the R. V., and 
Rotherham, Weymouth and Moffatt so 
render it. It is so rendered also in the 
Smith-Goodspeed translation. Young, 
however, in his Literal Translation renders 
it as in our A. V. The Con. Ver., on the 
other hand, agrees with the R. V., and with 
most modern translators. William Kelly 
says, “The word means bowls or cups, and 
is taken from the vessels used for pouring 
out drink offerings, etc., before the Lord.” 
In the Century Dictionary we are informed 
that our word “vial” comes from the Greek 
word which means “a shallow cup or bowl 
for libations, a patera, a cinerary urn.” I 
have preferred to retain the word we have 
in the A. V., as our word “vials” comes 
directly from that word. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that the vials containing 
God’s wrath are not small containers such 
as we ate accustomed to think of as vials, 
but are bowls or cups, containers of larger 
capacity, that are FILLED with the wrath 
of God which will be poured out in such 
a way that the earth-dwellers will have to 
partake of them, whether they are willing 
to do so or not. Read Jer. 25:15-33.. 


I. The Sign Called “Another Sign” 


We have already learned that this book 
is a book of signs and symbols. This sign 
is called “great and marvelous,” or, as 
Weymouth renders it, “great and wonder- 
ful.” The sign is described by John as 
“seven angels having the seven last plagues; 
for in them is filled up the wrath of God,” 
or, as Moffatt renders it—“they complete 
the wrath of God.” I like the rendering 
of this verse in the Smith-Goodspeed trans- 
lation, “Then I saw another great, mar- 
velous portent in heaven. There were seven 
angels with seven plagues which are to be 
the last, for they complete the expression 
of God’s wrath.” Every attribute of God 
must find full expression. The dispensation 
in which we live is the dispensation of 
grace. God is dealing in mercy, and His 
mercy is finding full expression. God gave 
His Son to die for lost sinners. He is not 
willing that any should perish. At the

present time the Lord is delaying His re- 
turn to this world in order that men may 
have ample time to repent. Read 2 Peter 
3:4-9. His longsuffering has been great, 
and many seem to think that His justice 
will never assert itself. But if it were not to 
assert itself there would be evidence of im- 
perfection on the part of God. It MUST 
assert itself. God postponed the judg- 
ment of Israel as a nation for centuries, 
and then the sword of justice fell as He 
had said it would fall if the nation per- 
sisted in apostasy. It is bound to be so at 
the end of this age. There will be “the 
expression of God’s wrath,” and it will 
be made “complete” in the seven last 
plagues. The seventh trumpet will include 
these seven last plagues, and the sounding 
of the trumpet will last three and one-half 
years, the entire last half of the week, or 
that period commonly spoken of as “the 
great tribulation.” 


II. The Sea of Glass Mingled with Fire 


“And I saw as it were a sea of glass 
mingled with fire.” John had a vision of 
this same sea of glass immediately after he 
“was rapt in the Spirit” (4:6), but at that 
time it was not “mingled with fire.” The 
fire here may be regarded as representing 
the fiery trials through which the occupants 
will have passed. See 1 Peter 4:12, 13. It 
may also represent the fiery judgments 
about to be poured out upon the earth- 
dwellers. These fiery judgments will cul- 
minate in the coming of the White Horse 
Rider of chapter 19 at which time our 
Lord “shall be revealed from heaven with 
His mighty angels, in flaming fire taking 
vengeance on them that know not God, 
and that obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (2 Thess. 1:7, 8). 


Wil. The Victors Over the Beast, His 
Image, and His Mark 


John tells us that he saw “them that had 
gotten the victory over the beast, and over 
his image, and over his mark, and over the 
number of his name, stand on the sea of 
glass, having the harps of God.” It seems 
clear that the victories of these victors con- 
sisted in their faithfulness unto death. 
They might have turned from their pur- 
pose and had their lives spared; they might 
have bowed down before the beast; they 


might have worshiped his image, at the 
behest of the false prophet, and received his 
mark in their right hands or in their fore- 
heads, and lived. But had they done so it 
would have been at the loss of their souls, 
for had they been untrue to God in the _ 
day of testing they must have perished 
eternally. They were true to God, and, in 
being true, they sealed their testimony with 
their blood; for by order of the dictator 
they “were slain for the word of God, and 
for the testimony which they held” (6:9) ; 
they “came out of the great tribulation, 
and washed their robes and made them 
white in the blood of the Lamb” (7:14), 
and here we see them in the vision, 
approved victors standing upon the sea of 
glass mingled with fire. The world may 
have regarded them as fools, and may have 
said that they literally threw their lives 
away, but much that is foolishness in the — 
eyes of men is wisdom in the eyes of God. 
And that only is wisdom that is wisdom in 
God’s eyes. His thoughts are not as man’s 
thoughts, and His ways are not as man’s 
ways (Isa. 55:8, 9). 


IV. The Song the Overcomers Sang 


Verses 3, 4. Here it is stated that “they 
sing the song of Moses the servant of God, 
and the song of the Lamb, saying, Great 
and marvelous are Thy works, Lord God 
Almighty; just and true are Thy ways, 
Thou King of nations. (R. V. says “of 
the ages,” but see margin). Who shall not 
fear Thee, O Lord, and glorify Thy name? 
for Thou only art holy: for all nations 
shall come and worship before Thee; for 
Thy judgments are made manifest.” Some 
have believed that they sang two songs, 
“the song of Moses the servant of God, 
and the song of the Lamb.” Others have 
believed that the two songs were inter- 
mingled. And it has been suggested that 
we may not have the song here at all; what 
we have here is what they said, not what 
they sang. What they said, we have been 
told, is neither the song of Moses nor the 
song of the Lamb. It has been. taken for 
granted that what we have is the song, but 
it may be that we take too much for grant- 
ed. Those of us who are familiar with 
modern song services know that it often

One of the greatest needs of this care- 
worn and sin-stricken world is healing for 
its broken hearted people. There are many 
varied experiences in life that cause this 
broken hearted condition. Right now I be- 
lieve many a mother and father has been 
grief-stricken either because their boy has 
had to leave home for the army or they 
have received the sad news of their son’s 
death in the war. If the son was a Chris- 
tian, the parents, who also were saved, 
found the Lord’s sustaining grace very 
real in this sorrowful hour. But on the 
contrary, if they were not believers in 
Christ they were of all people most mis- 
erable.

But don’t put it off. Remember “today 
is the day of Salvation”—tomorrow may 
never come. Accept Him now and you will 
receive peace and rest in your aching 
heart. Say, like the chorus: 


“Into my heart, into my heart, 
Come into my heart, Lord Jesus. 
Come in today, come in to stay; 
Come into my heart Lord Jesus.”

HOW TO LISTEN TO SERMONS —

I am writing about this because one of 
my friends asked me the other day what 
use it is to hear sermons when we forget 


‘them so soon. Maybe I can answer best by 


telling a story or two that will illustrate 
what I mean. 


I read the other day of an Irish washer- 
woman who was vety devout and never 
missed going to the church service. One 
day as she was washing and humming a 
hymn tune, a man, himself not a church 
goer, thought he would tease her a bit. 
He told her he bet she could not repeat a 
single sentence of the sermon her pastor 
preached two Sundays before. 


She stared at him for a moment and 
then, with a twinkle in her eyes, said: 
“Maybe I can’t. But it is this way. The 
water and the soap don’t stay in these 
clothes, but when they go through they 
wash the dirt out of them, and that is 
what the blessed Gospel does for the likes 
0’ me.” Siw 

That is what hearing sermons will do 
if we listen carefully, even when we don’t 
remember very well what has been said. 


I have heard of a minister who in his 
sermon spoke of some evil practices in the 
community, and exposed the use of dis- 
honest weights and measures. When vis- 
iting his flock next day he asked a woman 
what she remembered of his sermon. She 
said that her memory was very bad, and 
she had forgotten nearly all. “But,” said 
she, “I remembered to burn the bushel.” 


I heard a man say that the right way to 
listen to a sermon is like hearing a will 
read, not to criticise the style of the writer, 
nor the voice of the reader, “but to hear 
how much there is for you.” 

A man was passing a church door when 
a woman came down the steps from the 
service. The man, thinking the time a 
little short, asked the woman “Is the ser- 
mon done?” “No,” she said, “it is 
preached, but it all remains to be done.” 


It does us all good to hear sermons, 
even when we forget so much of them, if 
they help to cleanse our hearts, prompt 
us to cease to do evil and learn to do 
well, and, even if we forget much that 
has been said, if it leads us to try to prac- 
tice the things we hear. 


Before criticizing, ask yourself what 
you might have done yourself under the 
like circumstances.

“support” referred to in the above resolu- 
tion pertains to the monthly fee required 
by the Government from those who are put 
in the conscientious objectors’ camps. It

War Workers’ Church 


A problem in booming defense areas is 
not only to find housing for war workers, 
but houses of God for them. The Episco- 
pal Diocese of Maryland is beginning a 
venture which not only attacks the prob- 
lem locally but which establishes a bold 
precedent in interdenominationalism. The 
diocese will erect a $7,000 building as a 
temporary church and parish house for 
workers at the great Maryland airplane 
plants of the Glenn L. Martin Company. 
The salary of a clergyman and other 
church expenses will be met by the Com- 
mittee on Work in Industrial Areas of 
the National Council of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 


But the church at Martin’s will be one 
with a striking difference. It will minister 
to the entire area, with all Episcopalians as 
communicant members. More than that, 
non-Episcopalians living in the area may 
join the church and become active mem- 
bers without withdrawing from their own 
communions. If the service of any special 
denomination is desired, a minister of that 
communion will be called in to officiate at 
the service, so that the traditions of no 
group be violated. 

The plan has the approval of Bishop Ed- 
ward T. Helfenstein of Maryland, and the 
support of the Maryland Council of 
Churches and Christian Education. When 


other denominations interested in the plan 
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was pointed out that our movement has — 
never taken the extreme stand in regard to 


war. We do not object to non-combatant 
service, but as a movement, we object to 
bearing arms. 

Another important matter that was acted 
upon was the formation of a young peo- 
ple’s department at Headquarters. We 
rejoiced greatly that our Executives were 
instructed to proceed in the formation of 
this department. 

Weary, and glad to be returning to the 
cooling breezes of the Pacific Coast, Bro- 
ther Gortner, Brother Thurmond, Bro- 
ther Keys, and I entrained for California 
Saturday night and arrived safely home 
Tuesday morning at 5:00 a.m.

field brethren. Delicious meals and com- 
fortable accommodations were provided 
all who attended the session and these 
wete greatly appreciated.

An Influential Christ’s Ambassador 


(Acts 11:22-24.) 


Barnabas was an influential man in his 
community—‘“he was a good man.” Not 
only that BUT he loved God, the breth- 
ren, and had a burden for lost humanity. 
His ideals.and practices were higher than 
those of the ordinary good man of the 
town. Barnabas had a changed heart. His 
was a life given over to God and His work. 

Many people are desirous of being in 
that so-called influential class. Are you 
of that mind? Well, then join the school 
of higher learning—God’s Word, the 
chief text book; pupils, those who have 
set their affections on things above and 

not on things of the earth; a class of “born 
again” people. 

From the text I wish to set forth briefly 
some of the characteristics of the influen- 
tial Christ’s Ambassador which are seen in 
the life and ministry of Barnabas, him- 


self an Ambassador of Christ. 
Glad 


When he saw evidence that Gentiles 
were converted at Antioch his heart was 
made happy. You might ask, when you 
understand his prejudices, if there was an 
excitement of envy. Did he criticize God’s 
doings? The answer is no! A thousand 
times no! His heart instantly rejoiced, al- 
though it contravened all his race preju- 
dices. When there was the display of di- 
vine grace in the conviction and conversion 
of sinners he was truly emotionally glad. 
And so it is with every true child of God, 
he rejoices with them that rejoice. Also 
the happy Christian longs to see others 
come and surrender their lives to the 
Saviour of the world. This attitude tends 
to make one an influential Christ’s Am- 
bassador, and shows that the heart is in 
tune with God’s heart. 

A Good Man 

Unless a man is a good man, unless he 
has the reputation of being thus, and if 
in the estimation of people he is not known 
to be what is ordinarily called a good man, 
he cannot be a very influential Christian, 
a C. A. personal worker, interesting others

in the Christian faith. It is impossible for 
anyone to exert a deep personal influence 
for religious good upon a community un- 
less the people have confidence in his 
veracity. The term good man covers the 
whole ground of moral action in the com- 
mon acceptation of that word: veracity, 
honesty, kindness, mercy, and all kindred

qualities. Barnabas in any community 
made the impression that he was a good 
man. Sad to say there are many who pro- 
fess to be followers of, Christ who do not 
make this impression. Outsiders will say 
of such a one that he is a professor of 
religion. Please note they do not state, a 
good man. : 

One day a company of French people 
were asked why they went to hear John 
Fletcher preach when they could not un- 
derstand a word he spoke. They answered, 
“We go to look upon his face, for heaven 
seems to beam from his countenance.” 
“Fletcher was a saint,” says Isaac Taylor, 
one of his contemporaries. Dr. Dixon, one 
of the great Methodist preachers of 
Fletcher’s day declared, “I conceive him 
to be the most holy man who has ever been 
upon the earth since the apostolic age.” 
John Wesley considered Fletcher the most 


unblameable man he had found in his life- 
time. Someone has been quoted as saying 
of the great Fletcher, “His words were 
living sparks rushing from the furnace of 
divine love that flowed in his heart.” 

Thus a Christ's Ambassador whose 
Christian life can qualify him to be called 
a good man will exert a most powerful 
influence in the home, school, work shop, 
and at play to the saving of lost souls. “He 
that winneth souls is wise.” 


Full of the Holy Ghost 

This man Barnabas had received accord- 
ing to Acts 2:4. He went forth in the 
power of the Spirit to proclaim the glo- 
rious gospel of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. He doubtless recognized that he 
must KNOW the POWER of the Holy 
Spirit WITHIN himself in order to be 
a true witness. “And ye shall be witnesses 
unto me” (Acts 1:8). It is not only nec- 
essary to be clean—a good man, but we 
need also a mighty indwelling Holy Spirit, 
that we might be “kept by the POWER 
of God through faith,” (1 Peter 1:5). Be- 
fore being filled with the Spirit, before 
the day of Pentecost, the disciples were 
clean (John 15:3); they were not of the 
world even as Jesus was not of the world; 
their names were written in heaven; the 
Holy Spirit was WITH them; but on 
the day of Pentecost when they obeyed 
the Lord’s command—tarrying UNTIL— 
they received and now the Holy Spirit was 
IN them. 


Charles G. Finney was saved one morn- 
ing. He was justified by faith and had 
peace with God, but it was not until that 
same night that he received a mighty bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost and was endued 
with such power from on high that sinners 
were convicted when he spoke to them. 

We can readily see that a person “full 
of the Holy Ghost” has the potentialities 
of a life of greater influence for God 
upon mankind THAN the individual 
who is ONLY clean—a good man. This

DUTIES, TRIALS, AND TRIUMPHS OF A MINISTER'S WIFE 
by Mrs. C. C. CoLEMAN 


It is the duty of every minister’s wife to 
have an exceptional knowledge of salva- 
tion. She should be saved and sanctified 
in order to be able to withstand the fiery 
darts of the enemy. A minister’s wife can 
cause her husband to be a success or a fail- 
ure, according to her attitude toward her 
position and the ability to do the many 
things which will be required of her. 

Every girl who expects to become a 
preacher’s wife should feel her responsi- 
bility for filling that place in the very best 
way possible. Although she may feel unable 
to do some of the things required of her, 
yet if she will attempt to do them, with a 
prayer in her heart, God will help her. She 
must not shift responsibility by depending 
on others to do these things for her. 

Some people seem to have the idea that 
if a minister’s wife appears well in the 
church services she is fulfilling all her duty 


as his wife. But that is only a small part . 


of it. She should be neat and clean both 
in her personal appearance and in her 
home. A minister’s personal appearance 
means a great deal to his success; if his 
wife is careless and untidy, he can scarcely 
appear before the public as he ought. She 
should also be able to sew, not only to 
make new garments but also to remodel 
clothing since it is very hard, in this day, to 
buy clothing that is becoming to holiness. 
Many Christian women are making the ex- 
cuse that they dress as they do, and are 
dressing their children as they are, because, 
“We just cannot buy anything ready-made, 
and we simply cannot sew a thing.” 

And it is necessary to know how to 
cook, for the minister’s home is a place 
where the wife is called upon to entertain 
strangers and she will be judged by the 
way her meals are prepared and by her 
general housekeeping. Also she must be 
careful in her attitude toward donations 
that are brought, whether they are usable 
at the moment or not. Many a lay member 
has become discouraged in bringing in food 
which he supposed could be used but later 
learned had been left to spoil or had been 
thrown out. Such donations have included 
vegetables, fruits and meats which could 
have been canned if not immediately need- 
ed, and milk and cream which could have 
been used in various ways if the wife had 
known how and had done so. 

Perhaps the trials of a preachet’s wife 
are not so noticeable; nevertheless, she 
has many. Sometimes it seems that every- 
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thing is expected of her. Some people act 
as though she had nothing to do in her own 
home when the truth is she often has so 
many cares and burdens that she scarcely 
knows what to do. She is called upon for 
many things both in her own home and in 
others. Often she is cook, washerwoman, 
nurse, or just anything that is needed, and 
she must do it all with a smile as though it 
were a great pleasure. All kinds of stories, 
troubles, and heartaches are brought to 
her and she is expected to help those who 
are troubled and still know how to keep 
everything to herself. 

Although most preacher’s wives must 
manage on a meager budget, they are ex- 
pected to have nice meals at any time or 
at unexpected moments. Guests come 
and she must entertain them well, when 
often the parsonage is not suitable for 
such entertainment. Then the art of plan- 
ning and cooking comes into good use. 
Phil. 4:13, “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me,” becomes 
real to her. 


But we must not get the idea that the 
life of a minister’s wife is all duty and 
trial. How often her heart is made to re- 
joice when some one comes and says, “You 
have been such a blessing to me!” or, 
“Your home is so pleasant and you never 
seem to mind giving a helping hand. I have 
been watching your home and it has made 
me want our own to be one where Christ 
dwells.” Again she has gone to a service 
and someone for whom she has long prayed 
has been saved. What a joy! Perhaps she 
has gone out calling when she was weaty, 
and after reading and praying and trying 
to encourage others she has come away 
with so much blessing on her own soul that 
she says, “Thank God for the privilege 
of ministering to this people!” 

A good example of this occurred in my 
own experience a short time ago. I called 
in the home of an elderly lady who seemed 
very pleased because I had come. Before I 
left she told me that she had never had a 
minister or his wife call on her in all her 
life, and she did not know what they did, 
but she supposed that they read and 
prayed. She got out an old Bible with the 
cover torn off which she brought to me. 
After I had read and prayed, she was 
weeping. It is needless to say that I came 
away from that home feeling that my work 
was very worth while in the Lord.

happens that there is not only singing, but 
between the songs there is a lot of saying 
—TOO MUCH sometimes. Here we are 
informed what the singers said, not what 
they sang; at least some so tell us, and they 
may be right. We know that both “the 
song of Moses the servant of God” and 
“the song of the Lamb” must have been of 
deliverance. Read the song of Moses in 
Deut. 32, and note the fact that the very 
last words of the song are, “Rejoice, O ye 
nations, with His people: for He will 
avenge the blood of His servants, and will 
render vengeance to His adversaries, and 
will be merciful unto His land, and to His 
people.” The reader of this “song of 
Moses” cannot fail to see that Moses cele- 
brated both the justice and mercy of Je- 
hovah. And each of these attributes, and 
all other attributes of Deity, must be vin- 
dicated, for “As for God, His way is per- 
fect” (2 Sam. 22:31). “The Lord is right- 
eous in all His ways, and holy in all His 

works (Ps. 145:17). 


V. The Temple of the Tabernacle of the 
Testimony Opened 


In describing his vision of the heavenly . 


city John writes, “And I saw no temple 
therein: for the Lord God Almighty and 
the Lamb are the temple of it” (21:22). 
Some have seen a contradiction here, but 
it should be noted that the heavenly city 
described is the New Jerusalem, and the 
New Jerusalem John saw “coming down 
from God out of heaven” (21:2). There is 
a temple in heaven then, but none in the 
New Jerusalem. The New Jerusalem is 
evidently the place Jesus spoke of when 
He said to His disciples, “ I go to prepare 
a place for you.” (John 14:2). 

The tabernacle in the wilderness was 
made in accordance with a divine pattern 
(Ex. 25:40; Heb. 8:5). The same thing 
is true concerning the temple Solomon 
built (1 Chron. 28:11-19; 2 Chron. 3:3). 
The tabernacle was called the tabernacle of 
testimony for the reason that it contained 
the two tables of stone on which God had 
written the ten commandmerits; these 
tables were known as the tables of testi- 
mony for the reason that they bore testi- 
mony to the holiness of Jehovah and the 
sinfulness of man; they were kept in the 
ark of the covenant, and the ark was kept 
in the Holy of Holies. The lid of the ark 
was the mercy seat, and it was there be- 
tween the cherubim that God manifested 
Himself. Read Num. 7: 8, 9; 2 Kings 19: 
15; 1 Chron. 13:16; Ps. 80:1; Ps. 99:1; Isa. 
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37:16. The mercy seat in the tabernacle ap- 


“pears to have been a copy of what in the 


true temple in heaven is known to us as the 
throne of grace to which we are invited, 
during this church age, to come boldly 
that we may obtain mercy and find grace 
to help in time of need. (Heb. 4:16). 
VI. The Seven Angels Given the Seven Vials 

The seven angels were seen coming out 
of the temple; they were clothed with pure 
and white linen, and their breasts were 
girded with golden girdles. Linen symbol- 
izes righteousness; the wrath of God is 
righteous wrath, and the nations are about 
to be made to drink thereof. The golden 
girdles signify the righteousness and faith- 
fulness of God, and the angels have their 
breasts rather than their loins girded, indi- 
cating, as Walter Scott has suggested, that 
“the wrath about to be poured out is 
measured by the holy nature of God.” To 
these seven angels, either before they came 
out of the temple or just afterwards, one 
of the Living Creatures gave the seven 
vials into which had been compressed the 
full and final expression of the wrath of 
God who “liveth forever and ever.” 


Vil. The Temple Filled with Smoke and the 
Inevitable Result 


The smoke was “from the glory of God, 
and from His power; and no man was able 
to enter into the temple, till the seven 
plagues of the seven angels were fulfilled.” 
The evident meaning is that access to the 
throne of grace will be denied after the 
beginning of the sounding of the seventh 
trumpet. The salvation of sinners, then, 
will not be possible during the great tribu- 
lation. Those unsaved at the beginning of 
this period cannot possibly be saved during 
it as access to the throne of grace will be 
denied. This appears to be the teaching of 
this part of the prophetic Word. 

Those who tell us it is never too late to 
mend are wrong. After the ark had been 
completed, and Noah and his family had 
entered it, and God had shut the door, and 
the windows of heaven had been opened, 
and the fountains of the great deep had 
been broken up, it was too late for the ante- 
diluvians who had defied God and spurned 
the warnings of Noah to repent; they had 
neglected their last opportunity, and 
spurned their last offer of salvation, and 
their fate was sealed; they all perished; 
not one was saved. And the time will come 
when the earth-dwellers will have had 
their last opportunity, when they will have 
spurned their last offer, and when access to 
the throne of grace will be denied; there 
will remain nothing “but a certain fearful 


looking for of judgment and fiery indig- 
nation, which shall devour the adversaries” 
(Heb. 10:27), and these judgments will 
culminate in the coming of the Lord in glo- 
ry, at which time the earth-dwellers, in the 
panic of that awful day, will say to the 
mountains and to the rocks, “Fall on us, 
and hide us from the face of Him that sit- 
teth on the throne, and from the wrath of 
the Lamb: for the great day of His wrath 


is come!” 


The Long Day of Joshua 


This is perhaps the most frequently- 
used argument whichis directed against 
the authority of the Bible. 3 

Professor Totten of Yale includes the 
following story in one of his books: 

A fellow-professor who was an accom- 
plished astronomer, made the strange dis- 
covery that the earth was twenty-fours out 
of schedule. Professor Totten challenged 
this astronomer to begin at the beginning 
of the Bible and read as far as need be to 
see if the Bible could account for the miss- 
ing time. 

Upon coming to the account of the 
long day of Joshua, the sceptical astrono- 
mer rechecked his figures and found at the 
time of Joshua there were only twenty- 
three hours and twenty minutes lost. This 
was enough to convince the man that the 
Bible was not the Word of God, because 
here was a mistake of forty minutes. How- 
ever, Professor Totten pointed out that 
the Bible does not say twenty-four hours, 
rather “about the space of a whole day.” 


Reading further, the astronomer found 
in Isaiah the thrilling story of King Heze- 
kiah, who was sick unto death. God, in 
answer to the king’s prayer, had promised 
to add fifteen years to his life. To confirm 
the truth, God sent Hezekiah out to his 
court to watch the shadow of his sundial 
turn back ten degrees. Ten degrees on 
the sundial is forty minutes on the face of 
a clock. 

When the astronomer found his day of 
missing time thus accounted for, he laid 
down the book and worshipped its Writer, 
saying, “Lord, I believe.” —Selected.
